1. Visite a Guevara en el Banco Nacional y de acuerdo @ 18 
tarea que tenfa le informé de que de acuerdo al deseo del 
3anco Nacional de Cuba el Banco estatal de la URSS el 23 de enero 
habia depositado al nombre de Nacbanc de Cuba 17.523. 008 gram os 
de oro puro. ΕἸ 23 de enero Gosbank recibio de Mosnarbank en 
Londres II.874.800 libras esterlinas y los pugo a la cuenta No. 7 
del Banco Nacional de Cuba. Gosbank amortizo de esta cuenta 
7.124.377 libras esterlinas vor la mencionada anteriormente 
Cantidad de oro entregado.al Ranco Nacional de Cuba. Las 
especificaciones para el oro devositado estarfan entregadas 81. 
Ranco Nacional en los proximos dfas en cuanto estén recibidas 
desde Mosc. 

Despues 16 comunique a Guevara que por la cuenta No. 7 
Gosbakkk κ εἰ πὶ iba a establecer el aumento de 3,75% anuales 
hasta cualquier cambio. 

Agradeci endome por la noticia Guevara me dijo que la 
conservacion de oro y de reservas de divisas ofrecida por 
Gosbank de la URSS le conviene totalmente a la parte cubana y 
que ellos iban a actuar de acuerdo al pro cedimiento ofrecidao. 

2. Durante nuestra conversacion le pregunté e Guevare 
como iba el asunto de seleceion de 100 estudiantes cubanos 
que debian ser mandados vor el barco "Cooperacion". Con esto 

le d-ije que "Cooperacion" tenfa que salir de Cuba a mas 
tardar el 8 de febrero de este ano. 

Guevara resvondio que 61 mismo estaba arreglando este 
asunto. los estudiantes se estaban escogiendo aunque en este 
asunto habfan ciertas complicaciones. Sin embargo 61 estaba 
seguro que ellos podrian mandar de acuerdo al convenio firmado 
sino a las I00 personas entonces por 10 menos 70 ἃ 80, 

3. Luego en mi conversacion con Guevara fue tocado el tema 
de la intervencion de Kennedy ante el Congreso de los EE.UU. 
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Gmevara dijo respecto a eso que él personalmente nunca esperaba 
que Kennedy serfa capaz de cambiar la poliftica hostil de los 
EE.UU. referente Cuba. Su intervencion en Congreso solo confizmo 
esta conviccion mfa. Evidentemente los EEUU. igual que en la 
epoca de Eizeniauer iban a seguir su lfnea de ahogamiento de la 
revolucion cubana. Yennedy, sefiald Guevara despues, tambien 
iba a apoyar activamente la contrarrevolucion interna y externa 
con la esperanza de arruinar mediante la misma la estabilidad 
dentro del pais y crear las vosibilidades vara la intervencion 
amplia de contrarrevolucionarios,. 

Nosotros estamos seguros, proseguia fuevara, de que 
Kenned}t seguiria realizando 61 bloqueo economico para crear 
185 dificultadest: ternas. Yo personalmente, subrayo Guevara, 
estoy muy seguro de que Kennedy serfa Capaz de realizar la 
intervencion militar directa cuando se dé cuenta de que se 
quiebran todos sus planes de derrocamiento del gobierno 
revolucionario de Fidel Castro con ayuda de las fuerzas de 
contrarrevolucion interna y externa, 

En el momento actual ya se puede estar seguro, 
proseguia Tuevara, de que los mayores esfuerzos va applicar 
Kennedypara lograrel aislamiento mas grande de Cuba de los pafses 
de América Latina y lo resto del mundo, Ahora Cuba tiene la 
comunicacion. aérea solo con México, y esta linea esta colgada de 
un pelo. En esta situacion nuestro objetivo tendrfa que ser, 
sehalo Guevara, hacer las cosas de tal manera que“hage : imposible 
la realizacion 86 estos planes de los EF.UU. Nosotros tenenos 


que realizar nuestra politica exterior de forma tal, subrayo. 


Guevara, que no permitir el aislamiento de Cuba de los paises de 
América Latina. En este manento nosotros ponemos nuestras espe_ 
ranzas, muchas, vero quizas vanas, en la llegada al poder en 
Brasil de Cuadros. Cuadros, vartiendo de los intereses de Brasil, 
no puede estar interesad-o en que Cuba sea aplastada por los 
EE.UU.

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RECORD OF CONVERSATION

Ernesto Guevara

1. I visited Guevara at the National Bank and in accordance with my instructions 


informed him that the State Bank of the Soviet Union, in accordance with the preference 


of the National Bank of Cuba deposited 17,523,008 grams of pure gold in the name of the 
National Bank of Cuba. On January 23, the State Bank received 11,874,800 pounds from 
the Mosnarbank in London and deposited them to the account No. 7 of the National Bank 
of Cuba. The State Bank withdrew 7,124,377 pounds from this account for the amount of 
gold mentioned above, which was transferred to the National Bank of Cuba. 

Specifications for the deposited gold will be sent to the National Bank shortly after they 
are received from Moscow. 

I also informed Guevara that the State Bank would credit 3.75% annually to 
account No.7 unless any changes are made. . 

Thanking me for the information, Guevara told me that the storage of gold and 
currency reserves proposed by the State Bank of the USSR fully satisfied the Cuban side, 
and that they would act in accordance with the proposed procedure. 

2. In the course of further conversation, I asked Guevara about the progress of 
selection of 100 Cuban students, who were supposed to be sent by the ship 
“Cooperation.” I said that “Cooperation” must leave Cuba no later than February 8 of 
this year. 

3. In response, Guevara said that he was personally involved in this issue. The 


students were being selected, although there were certain problems involved. However, 


he was confident that they would be able to send if not all 100 people, then at least 70 to 
80 people in accordance with the signed agreement. 

4. In the course of further conversation with Guevara, we touched upon the issue 
of Kennedy’s speech to the U.S. Congress. In this connection, Guevara said that he 
personally never expected Kennedy to change the U.S hostile policy toward Cuba. His 
speech in Congress has only confirmed my conviction. The United States will continue 
the policy for strangling the Cuban revolution as they did it under Eisenhower. Kennedy, 
noted Guevara, would also actively support the internal and the external 
counterrevolution in the hope to undermine the stability inside the country with its help, 
and to create an opportunity for an extensive uprising of counterrevolutionaries. 

5. We are convinced, continued Guevara, that Kennedy would continue the 
economic blockade in order to create internal difficulties. I personally, noted Guevara, 
am absolutely convinced that Kennedy will not stop before a direct military intervention, 
when he sees that all his calculations for overthrowing Fidel Castro’s revolutionary 
government with the help of forces of the internal and external counterrevolution are 
failing. . 

6. At the present time one can be sure, continued Guevara, that Kennedy’s main 
efforts would be directed at achieving a more perfect isolation of Cuba from the countries 
of Latin America and the external world. At the present time Cuba has air 
communications only with Mexico, and that line is hanging by a thread. In such 
circumstances, emphasized Guevara, our task should be to conduct ourselves in such a 
way SO as not to allow realization of these designs of the USA. We should conduct our 
foreign policy in such a way, emphasized Guevara, so as not to allow isolation of Cuba 
from the countries of Latin America. At the present time, we have great, though maybe 
unfounded hopes for Cuadros’ assumption of power in Brazil. Cuadros, representing 
interests of Brazil, cannot benefit from the U.S. strangling of Cuba. Therefore, it would 
be possible to rely on him, or rather use his interest in strengthening the national 
independence of Brazil in the Cuban interests: It seems to me, noted Guevara, that 

‘Cuadros, guided by precisely those considerations, and in particular by the need to 
strengthen the Brazilian positions vis-a-vis the United States, would most likely want to 


establish diplomatic and trade relations with the Soviet Union.
